only “ What a bright notion ! what an in­ 
nocent lark that might be for two nice 
girls ' ” and I dare say some perplexed 
housekeeper, whose vision of perfect sum­ 
mer rest at Gloncester, Nantasket, or in a 
cliff cottage at Newport, haBbeen obscured 
by a sort of silhouette procession projected 
across it cf the Irish clan likely to be riot­ 
ing amongst the household gods of the 
luxurious city home left nominally in 
Bridget’s or Ellen’s charge, 
* 
HAILED RAPTUROUSLY 
This promising proposition, and, so Boon 
as an interview could do it, secured these 
novel guardians. Or, was there a crowd 
of anxious housemothers struggling for the 
prize ? Thin 1; what a shortening of prepa­ 
rations for the summer exodus ; the plate 
would go to the bank, the furs and woolens 
into a place of retiraey ; voila tout. There 
would be no laborious collecting from every 
nook and corner of every portable valuable, 
every cherished souvenir, every fragile bit 
of bric-a-brac, and stowing away a good 
half of home possessions under lock and 
key, the whole to be troublesomely rein­ 
stated again in a few weeks or months. 
And breathing in the odors of new-mown 
fields, or listening to the soft lap of waves 
on some lonely shore, near or far. one need 
not shudder with a suddep fancy of “ me 
own cousin «Mike,” of some garbage occu­ 
pation or other, occupying one’s own be­ 
loved bed at home, smoking his short, black 
pipe in that dearest household shrine, the 
library, or capering in an uncouth jig in a 
servants’ ball given in one’s drawing room. 
As for those pro-tempore young housekeep­ 
ers, Mrs. Whitney ought to tell their story. 
“ Two Girls,” ehe might call if, or “ Play- 
iag with F.re !’’ Let us hope, in dismiss­ 
ing them to their summer romance—for be 
sure that’s what they’ll make of it if they’re 
worth their talt—that they’re girls of an 
old-fashioned sort, for whom nerves have 
never been invented, and after days filled 
with learning and light housekeeping, they 
may go soundly to sleep unperturbed by 
any necessity to look under all the beds, 
into every crevice wherein a mouBe could 
barely slide, ® o punch all the garments 
hanging in the wardrobes, or to explain to 
themselves all the mysterious noises that 
infest night and a big, empty hcuse. Bos­ 
ton might almost be called 
A CITY OF LODGINGS. 
It may or may not be a lees expensive way 
of life than hoarding, but it is freer, and 
extremely popular. The lodgings differ 
from the English ones in that the landlady 
and her servants do not cook and serve 
any meals to lodgers. These must provide 
for themselves either in their own apart­ 
ments or by getting table-board in some 
neighboring house, or frequenting a res­ 
taurant. Men choose one of the two latter 
modes. Women generally get breakfast 
and tea in their rooms with the help of a 
grate fire, or a coal-oil or gas stove, and 
dine at a restaurant. A glance at the gro­ 
cers’ windows and counters shows the provi­ 
sion made for this mode of lifedivorced from 
kitchen conveniences. Cooked and potted 
meats and fish, cheeses of all kinds, fruits 
preserved in every possible manner, a be­ 
wildering variety of the ready-to band 
kind meet the glance. Aside from dish­ 
-washing it is, short of hotel life, the most 
attractive fashion of existence for a soltaire 
in the city that we have in America. It 
may be more economical than boarding for 
one obliged to "cultivate literature (or 
anything else) on a little oatmeal,” but ordi­ 
narily freedom is its chief intent. 
SPEAKING OF GIRL STUDENTS, 
Have I ever referred to those of what may 
be called the Harvard Annex ? About 
twenty girls passed the Harvard local ex­ 
aminations in 1879. The number was 
doubled in 1880, and increases steadily. 
They study in Hatvard's shadow, but it is 
a fostering Bbadow, and it looks only a 
question of time before all the college 
doors will open widely to welcome them. 
So far the taste of the female students here 
has preferred ancient lacgnages, history, 
political economy, modern languages and 
mathematics. 
Very few have chosen 
courses in music or the fine arts. Some 
come for pore love of learning, some to 
jet feet themselves in specialties for a 
ligber or some special position. \\ hen 
girl students are admitted here as freely as 
their brothers, and may, like them, take 
their degree, of course the full round of 
studies will be most popular. No house 
yet has been built for the reception of fe­ 
male students ; but when it is, the build- 
will have the examples of Vassar, 
Newnharn and Girton to stimulate them 
into a remembrance of closets. Mr. Vas­ 
sar was astonished that two hooka should 
not be ample for a girl’s wardrobe needs, 
and both at Newnham and Girton a few 
hooks in the corner, with a curtain hang­ 
ing over them, represent the closets dear 
to a woman’s heart. ^ et Girton, built to 
house twenty students, cost 3110,000, and 
is supposed to be qnite luxurious in that it 
gives to every student a sitting and a 
sleeping-room. 
LONGFELLOW. 
Several lives of Longfellow are already 
in the market. Mr. Underwood’s is the 
authorized one, and is very admirably done 
—tasteful, clear, candid, gentle—the au­ 
thor hidden quite behind his subject. One 
feels that Longfellow could have found only 
pleasure in this presentment of himself 
and his work. Mr. Underwood tells us 
what he would not miss in his account of 
how he came to prepare the biography. 
More than a year ago he had written a 
sketch of Lowell, which, in the proofs, he 
submitted to Longfollow's revision as Low­ 
ell’s intimate friend. The poet liked the 
sketch of the brother poet, and “ with the 
simple frankness of Priscilla in hia Puritan 
romance, intimated that he would be 
pleased to have one written of himself in 
a similar spirit.” Probably there will be 
later a fuller life, showing the poet in other 
relations, and including his correspondence ; 
but the present one contains all essential 
facts. Mr. Underwood, who was the pro­ 
jector and first editor of the Allantic 
Monthly, and who knew personally all its 
earlier contributor», gives a very graphic 
picture of literature in American when 
Longfellow began to write -between fifty 
and sixty years ago. “ Hawthorne, who 
was Longfellow's college classmate, pub­ 
lished his first volume later, in 1837, and 
was truly, as he himself said, ‘the obscur­ 
est man of letters in America.’ ” Oblivion 
for the most part, says Mr. Underwood, 
has settled down upon the literature 
(American) held in honor fifty years ago. 
“ and to look back upon Griswold’» ‘ Poeta 
and Poetry of America’ ia like taking a 
distant view of Monnt Auburn Cemetery 
by moonlight.” Elsewhere he calls Mr. 
Longfellow 
THE MOST FOTULAR POET OF OUR TIME, 
For, he says, " it is certain that his read­ 
ers are more nnraerona than those of any 
poet except the psalmist David.” Those 
readers who love Longfellow most will feel 
Mr. Underwood’s justice when he writes : 
“ We recognize limitations in Longfellow, 
as we recognize them in all the poets for 
two centuries. We rarely find in him the 
thoughts that dazzle and strike like light­ 
ning. * * ‘ The stream of hia soog 
has been ‘ Strong without rage ; without 
overflowing, full.’” 
Another book on 
Longfellow has been sharply criticised 
“ Cheeky,” cries one ; “ impertinent,” an 
other. Keally, it is rather youthful and 
naive, this account of Mr. Longfellow in 
his home, and of some of hia likes sod dis­ 
likes, his adventnres, and so on, by Mme. 
Blanche P.oosevelt, the young singer who 
created the chief role in Longfellow’s 
“ Masque of Pandora.” "Children and 
fools speak the trnth 
and Mme. Roose­ 
velt's childish prattle drew out and records 
a goad many things we like to know. Here 
is one bit : She had spoken to the poet one 
‘day concerning the want of “ Imisser-aller” 
in his poetry. He did not answer at the 


moment, but later in the day he said to 
her : “ Yon speak with the enthusiasm of 
youth ; but even had I the inclination, one 
could hardly expect me to lie awake at 
night writing things that would set a bad 
example to a class of thirty young men 
whom I had to teach in the morning. 
Heaven be praised ! I tried at least to be 
guided by the right spirit.” Then there is 
an account of his visit 
“ by com m and” 
To G'JCCn Victoria, which is quite deli­ 
cious. He went to Windsor Castle, and 
described hia journey through the loDg 
corridors and grand apartments of that 
superb place, doors opening and shutting 
upon him, people whispering about him, 
till, in “ no slight discomfort,” he arrived 
at the throne-room. “ An imposing lady 
in black, with flowing drapery, came 
qnickly forward to ¿reet me. It was her 
Majesty, Queen Victoria. She extended 
her hand, and I offered to take it.” 
“ W hat!” I interrupted; “ did you not 
bend and offer to kiss it!” 
“ No,” said he, timidly; “ I was not 
then familiar or acquainted with court eti­ 
quette as I am now. She offered me her 
hand evidently to shake, and I shook it.” 
“ Why,” said I, “ she is the most inex­ 
orably exigeanle of all sovereigns. You 
must have horrified her.” 
“ I presume 1 did,” said he, simply. 
“ Now I think of it, she was disconcerted, 
I suppose for that reasoD, but she rallied 
graciously aud asked me about America 
and myself.” 
It has been whispered of late years that 
her Majesty is shy of receiving Americans. 
Has any other American, distinguished or 
otherwise, endeavored to shake her Majes­ 
ty’s royal hand ? 
Just now our news is chiefly of bookish 
matters, or quite local political squabbling», 
and we are keenly intent on what ia goiog 
forward across the water, anxious to know 
whether or not Mr. Gladstone is an ideally 
great statesman ; whether his greatness 
will be tolerated by England, and whether 
this last hideous blow íb to be as fatal ss 
it threatens to be for poor Ireland?

THE TRAIN TELEGRAPH—A NEW AND 
NOVEL INVENTION. 


Tis beauteous night; the stars look brightly doan 
Upon the earth, decked in her robe ot snow. 
N«> light gleams at the window, save my own, 
Which gives its cheer to midnight and to me. 
And now, with noiseless step, sweet memory comes 
And leads me gently through her twilight realms. 
What pott’s tuneful lyre has ever sung, 
Or delicate pen e’er portrayed, 
The enchanted, shadowy land where memory dwells 
it has its valleys, cheerless, lone and drear, 
Dark-'.haded by the mournful cypress tree ;

INDUSTRIAL ITEMS. 


C. F. McGlasban, editor of the Santa 
Barbara Press, has invented “ a certain 
method of preventing railroad collisions. ” 
Two ordinary telegraph wires are used. 
Wheels or electric brushes attached to the 
moving train touch these wires, conveying 
the electric current from one wire to an 
inBtrnment in the car, and returning it to 
the other wire, along which it passes until 
its destination is reached, when it is con­ 
nected with a ground wire, and completes 
the circuit through the earth. The same 
current íb tríade to pass through several 
trains by a simple method of switching at 
stations. It enables dispatchers to have 
control of every train at each moment of 
its progress, and approaching trains are 
constantly advised of the position of each. 
So, too, when one train is following an­ 
other. By this method, too, accidents can 
be reported the moment they happen, and 
messages be received and sent for passengers 
while the train is in motion. It is claimed 
that trains can be run on better time, as 
there will be no stopping for orders, no ap­ 
prehension of colliding with other trains, 
of telescoping or being telescoped ; and no 
uncertainty as to whether orders have been 
obeyed, or connections properly made. The 
telegraph stations need not be abandoned ; 
“ flagmen ” may be sent out as usual; and 
the entire present system of running trains 
may be continued in order to more fully 
insure the safety of freight and passengers. 
The telegraph poles mnst be set close to 
the track to allow the “ trucks ” or wheels 
conducting tho current to run freely. 
These “ tracks” are light metallic de­ 
vices that are drawn along the jrirea 
by the moving 
train 
by 
rubber 
hose encasing the connecting wires. March 
25th the "invention” had a trial at San 
Francisco on the Sontherif Pacific Rail­ 
road, and worked satisfactorily. There 
the two wires were supported on telegraph 
poles, each with a horizontal arm project­ 
ing toward the track, like the old-fash­ 
ioned gallows trees. 
From these arms 
were suspended, by means of an iron rod, 
branching into two hooka at the bottom, 
like flukes of an anchor, two telegraph 
wires, running exactly parallel on the same 
plane with each other and about six inches 
apart, forming a sort of wire-railroad track. 
On this track ran a little brass truck with 
eight wheels, two large ones running on 
the top of each wire and two running un­ 
der each. 
The connection between the 
wheels on the two sides was nnder the 
wire, swinging clear of the rods on which 
the track hangs suspended. The npper 
wheels passed, two on each side of the rod, 
and met with no obstruction. From this lit­ 
tle truck two wires, inclosed in gutta percha, 
descended to a car and connected with an 
instrument in charge of an operator. The 
metallic wheels of a little truck running on 
the wires, and being always in contact 
with them, kept up a perfect connection 
with the two wires descending to the csr, 
and formed an electric circuit, the same as 
at any ordinary telegraph station. An in­ 
strument was placed in a car that was left 
standing stationary on the track. The 
Instrument simply had the nanal form of 
connection with the wires as above. That 
on the car to which the engine was at­ 
tached bad its connection with the little 
brass truck that ran on the wires. The 
Call says it worked to a charm. At any 
rate of speed, perfect communication was 
kept up with the stationary car. The in­ 
ventor, in answer to an objection that the 
cost of wires and poles is great, replies 
that safeguards to life and property are not 
costly at any price. 
He adds that his 
“ train telegraph” will give train dis­ 
patchers absolute control over train men, 
and nothing will be left to their judgment, 
and train men wHI thus become what rail­ 
road men desire, machines to run by order. 
Each truck is provided with scrapers and 
knives to keep these wires clear of obstruc­ 
tions, and to fitted are the trucks that 
they cannot be tom from the wires. 


Montana is making large shipments of 
potatoes to the East.

An Italian has a colony of 60,000 silk­ 
worms in a room in St. Lonit, and it confi­ 
dent of a fine silk crop. 
There are upward of 1,000,000 agricult­ 
ural land owners in Germany possessing 
less than three and a quarter acres each. 
A fish-raiser of experience recommends 
digftiog ponds on the north side of blnffs, 
so that the water will be cooler and better 
shaded. 
It is cot generally known that a few 
sprigs of cedar bush mixed with hay or 
any kind of litter for hens’ neats will keep 
them entirely free from hen liee. 
It is estimated that 1,500,000 sacks of 
S 
otatoea have been imported from Great 
Iritain, Germany, Novia Scotia and other 
countries daring the past season. 
A gentleman is cnltivating a five-acre 
field of tuberoses in Florida. 
He sends 
the blossoms to New York and other north­ 
ern cities packed in cotton batting. 
Pecan culture is receiving special atten­ 
tion in Wakulla. 
Madison county has 
many trees bearing the fruit which equals, 
if it does not excel, any ever imparted. 
The Mexican Government offers a bonus 
of $5,000 to the first discoverer of coal in 
that country. A party of American pros­ 
pectors will leave Chihuahua in a few days 
on this expedition. 
Tho milk of the elephant has been found 
to be extremely rich, having more butter 
and sugar and less water than any other 
known. It ia also agreeable to the taste 
and the sense of smell. . 
No fowl will be successful in hatching 
chicks unless so situated that it can have 
ample facilities for dusting, as this is the 
method by which fowls keep off or drive 
away lice and parasites. 
Corn is juBceptible of more marked 
changes than any other crop we prodace, 
and can be bred to oar fancy in shape, 
style and oolor, very easily if we will give 
the care and attention necessary. 
Those who use lime as a fertilizer ap­ 
ply from ten to fifty bushela to the acre; 
ashes may be applied at the same rate; 
salt at the rate of 200 to 400 pounds, and 
plaster at the rate of 100 pounds. 
The soil for radishes should be very light 
and rich. They grow fast and are able to 
keep ont of the way of weeds. They can 
be grown in succession from the time frost 
leaves the ground till late in the fall. 
An enterprising farmer proposes to es­ 
tablish a goose farm in Texas. He will 
raise geese for their feathers alone and will 
keep them on grass and alfalfa. He thinks 
they will yield three crops of feathers a 
year and will pay a dollar each. 
Mr. Greeley nsed to remark that he al­ 
ways knew when a farmer was prosperous 
or not by the way in which be managed 
his manure heap and handled the white­ 
wash brush, as well-kept buildings were ad­ 
vertisements of well-kept farms. 
Wool-growing and spinning in Rossi* is 
almost universal, being as much, if not 
more, of a heme industry than a factory 
business. Almost every peasant keeps • 
few sheep, whuse wool seldom enters com­ 
merce, but is spun and consumed at home, 
A paragraph is going the round» to th» 
effect that a Venetian glass manufacturer 
is producing glass bonnets by the thousand, 
and selling them, too.

One cubic inch of fresh 
charcoal will absorb nearly 100 of gaseous 
ammonia. Charcoal forms an unrivaled 
poultice for malignant wounds and aorea, 
often corroding away fleah, reducing it one 
quarter in six honra. In cases of what wc 
call proud-flesh it ia invaluable. It gives 
no disagreeable odor, corrode» no metal, 
hurta no texture, injures no color, is a sim­ 
ple snd safe sweetener and disinfectant. 
A teaspoonful of charcoal in half a glass of 
water often relieves a sick-headache; it 
absorbs the gastes and relieves the dis­ 
tended stomach pressing against the nerves, 
which extend from the stomach to the 
head.

STATEM EN T. 


M onday morning Si.nou R ater, a man who 
haU been tried and convicted of murder in the 
first degree, was brought into Department 
Two of the Superior Court of Sacramento 
county to receive his death sentence. 
Before 
the day fixed for his execution was annouccod 
he was asked by Judgo Denson if be had any* 
thing to say why the sentence should not be 
pronounced. 
Rateo arose from his seat, and 
in a strong, clear tone of voice, but in very 
broken Eugiish. addressed the Court, in the 
pre?encfc of 300 rq^ctators, for several min­ 
utes. 
Simon Rateo was to be sentenced to 
be hanged ; he had a right to be heard, and in 
his feeble way he tried to show some m itigat­ 
ing circumstances in connection with the 
m urder of Jam es Lansiug. 
A reporter of 
the R ec o r d U n io n was present to report the 
procaedlnge of the Court, which was doue im ­ 
partially. 
Raten made grave charges against 
certain city officers, and they were given to 
the pnblic through the columns of this paper 
as they fell from the lips of the inan who 
will expiate his crime on the gallows on 
Wednesday, Ju ly *20, 1882. 
I t seems, from a 
report published last evening, th at ' ‘the 
officers of the Police Court yesterday morn­ 
ing were^ justly 
indignant 
because the 
R e c o r d U n io n made a report of the speech 
of the c mdemned crim inal.” The R ec o rd- 
U nion reporter had only one duty to perform, 
and that w as to give a fair and im partial re­ 
port of the proceedings to its readers. 
T hat 
this was done all who were present will ad­ 
mit. 
As to the truth or falsity of Raten’s 
statem ent this paper offered no opinion. That 
his statem ent Í3 true is believed by many. 
The action of the city officers ia the Police 
Court yesterday 
morning 
in denouncing 
thia unfortunate man, who is doomed to die 
in tk few short hours, as a falsifier, and 
their condemnation of a paper for printing 
t»i the world his last defensa for life is, to say 
the least, uncalled for. 
The only question 
ari-Jijg is, Did listen make the statement? 
attributed to him ? I t is not denied th at he 
did, and if he did, the report was correct, 
proper, warranted and will «taad. 
Any de­ 
nial the officers may have to make of the 
statem ents made by Raten belongs to them 
of right, but the assumption of ill-usage at 
the hands of this journal because the de­ 
fensive statem ent of a prisoner about to re­ 
ceive his death sentence is reported, is a 
harmless kind of high dudgeon which the 
parties may indulge to the full bent of their 
tastes.

The second meeting of citizens to arrange 
for the proper celebration of the Fourth of 
Ju ly was held at the Court-house last even­ 
ing, 
There was a good attendance. 
More 
interest was manifest than has been noticed 
for many years, and the spirit with which 
business was dispatched, the determination to 
raise a round and goodly sum, and to have 
new and interesting features on that day, all 
gave those present the impression that the 
coming celebration will bo the moat brilliant 
aud satisfactory the 
city has ever had. 
Mayor Brown was in the chair. The Com­ 
mittee of Advice, by Judge Holl made a re­ 
port, which was read, taken up and acted on 
seriatim, and, after amendment, under full 
a n d long discussion, wa? adopted as follows : 
Your com mittee, heretofore appointed for the 
purpose of taking into consideration the m atter of 
celebrating the Fourth of July, 1882, and to suggest 
to this meeting a plan or programme for the exer­ 
cises of tliat day, respectfully recommend that the 
exercises consist: 1st. of a proceseion ; 2d, a lite­ 
rary en tertainm ent; 3d, fireworks. 
lu regard to the procession, your committee sug­ 
gest th a t it will be well to commence early in the 
morning, and that the procession move promptly at 
9 o’docX a . u. That this meeting take . steps at 
once and invite to take part and join in the pro­ 
cession : 
First—All the military organizations in the city. 
Socoad—The State, county and city officers, the 
Paid Fire D ipartm ent, representatives of the old 
Volunteer Fire Departm ent, with old machine. 
Third—'The Grangers* organization of S a c r a m e n to 
and adjoining counties. 
Fourth—The secret and civic societies of the city, 
by delegations, and the trades unions. 
F ifth—The Grand Army of the Republic and ex­ 
soldiers and sailors. 
The veterans of the Mexican 
war. 
Sixth—The Caledonian Club in costume and with 
Highland pipes. 
S eventh- That a special effort be made to get at 
least one hundred ladies and their escorts on horse­ 
back to jain in the procession. This, the Committee 
think, can be doue readily by extending the invita­ 
tions to ladies in the country as »ell as the city. 
Eighth—That at least five allegorical cars be pro 
vided for the procession. 
N inth—That an adult lady ar.d gentleman be re­ 
quested to represent General and Martha Washing­ 
ton in the procession iu appropriate costume, and 
that a body guard of soldiers in Continental uni­ 
form be provided for them.

Tenth—That the several States and Territories of 
the Union be represented in the procession by five

Eleventh -A delega ion of mounted 
Mexicans,

representing the inhabitants of California before 
the American occupation. 
Twelfth—A full delegation of Pioneers, men, 
women and children, accompanying wagons drawn 
by oxen or horses, representing in every detail a 
companv of immigrants crossing the plains in 1849. 
Thirteenth—A car containing a true repreoenta- 
tion of mining as conducted in the early days of 
California. 
Fouiteenth—The school children, all carrying

The Executive Committee of the recently- 
organized Anti-Debris Association m et yes­ 
terday at 2 o’clock.

These mamberB were elected by the Boards 
of Supervisors of the counties represented. 
The Secretary stated that San Francisco, 
Stanislaus and Solano counties had also been 
invited to elect members, but had failed to 
do so. 
The Solano county Board had post­ 
poned action until August, which was under­ 
stood to mean ncn-concnrrence. 
No answer 
had been received from San Francisco or 
Stanislaus. The Butte county Board had 
lim ited its member in action, and desired that 
he take no step binding that Board until the 
m atter wos submitted to it. 
S. D. Wood submitted an address which 
he thought it would be well to publish. 
B. D. Gray favored reading it. 
D r. Durst, of W heatland, was present, 
spoke in Rupportof tho address, and gave the 
reasons for its preparation, but thought it 
had better be not read unless it was decided 
to issue an address. 
He spoke of the call of 
the Sacramento Supervisors for the recent 
meeting as a masterly action. 
George Ohleyer, from Sntter, thought there 
should be a positive address short enough to 
insure its being generally published. 
On molten of S. I). Wood, the committee 
then went into executive session. 
The following resolution, offered' by Super­ 
visor Beckley, was unanimously adopted upon 
call of the ro ll: 
R evived, Tliat the members of this Executive

The committee were also instrncted 
to act upon the suggestion of L. F. Moulton, 
who recommends the propriety of requesting 
the Secretary of W ar to remove Colonel 
Mendell, and appoint some one else to his 
office. 
Mr. Gray, of Butte, offered the following 
resolution, which was adopted : 
Whereas, The river channels belong to the people 
of the whole S ta te ; and, whereas, the In-draulic 
mining interest asserts an implied right to use the 
same as dumps for their tailings; and, whereas, 
such U9e has already ruined large areas of the best 
agricultural lands and obliterated the channels of 
several im portant rivers, and if cont nued wi.l soon 
destroy the Sacramento river, the main artéry of 
drainage and commerce for more than one half the 
producing area of the State ; therefore, 
Re*olred, That we denounce such use as a usurpa­ 
tion and a great public wrong, and wholly incom­ 
patible with a wise and ju st State policy, and we 
hereby respectfully pray the Attorney General, as 
the law officer of the State and proper guardian of 
the rights of the people and public interests, to en­ 
join, in the name of the State, all hydraulic mines 
from dumping into the river channels or their trib u ­ 
taries.
